Southeast Nationals

Chip Solley used his 29th birthday as an excuse 
to give himself a gift in winning the Pro Stock 
crown at National Motorcycle Racing Associa- 
tion’s Southeast Nationals at Gainesville Race- 


way. Solley, who qualified 
fourth, rode a picture perfect 
race at NMRA’s inaugural race. 
“The best present I could have 
gotten,” said Solley, “was to flush 
Terry Vance down the drain in the 
second round.” 

Previous to Solley's first round 
victory, Terry Vance, the. low 
qualifier, led off the round with a bye 
run in the 11 bike field, The third race 
saw the red and white Kawasaki of 
Gatornationals champ, Superbike 
Mike Keyte, dump Richard Klie’s 
Kawasaki--Keyte running a 9.29/ 142 
to Klie’s 9.82/13] pass. Cedric 
Johnson took an easy run on his 
Kawasaki as Ron Collis broke his 
mount on the rollers. 

The next run set the stage for the 
entire event when Ron Turner took his 
MTC Engineering prepped Kawasaki 
to an upset win over NMRA National 
Number One plate holder Bob 
Carpenter. Turner took the win with a 
9.54 second run at 138 miles an hour. 
Carpenter ran a slightly quicker 
9.54/however, shifter problems were 
his undoing. To end the first round Ed 
Ryan took the Ryan and Korey 


Harley-Davidson to a 9.46/140 victory 
over Gary Medley’s 9.64/134 pass. 

The second round opened up with a 
stunning upset as Solley; the’ Pompario * 





Beach, Florida birthday boy, used his 
magic and skills to defeat Vance. 
Solley cut an excellent light and got 
out in front of Vance's Suzuki slightly 
and held on for the win despite a 
slower ET, 9.29 to 9.22. The race was 
so close that neither rider knew who 
won until their respective crews let 
them have the good/bad news. 
Meanwhile, Keyte was making short 
work of Johnson and Turner downed 
Ryan to end the round. 


At last month's Gatornationals 
Keyte put Solley out of the program. 
This time it was Solley’s turn to return 
the favor as he drew Keyte in the semi- 
finals. Solley took a solid win by 
running an effortless 9,25 to Keyte's 
9.47. On the other side of the ladder 
sheet, Turner was taking a bye run 
that he earned by trailering Carpenter 
in the first round. 

The final round came down to the 
Pompano Beach plumber, Solley, 
versus the Jacksonville, Florida 
motorcycle shop owner, Turner. The 
two Kawasaki mounted Floridians 
went about their pre-race rituals 
trying to find the best spots on the 
Gainesville Raceway surface. Once 
they settled down it was time for action 
as Solley took an early lead over 
Turner and never looked back. When 





the NMRA’s Southeast Nationals Pro 
Stock crown, having covered the 
quarter mile in 9.34 seconds at over 
143 mph to Turner's losing 9.47 at 139 
mph, 

Next to the Pro Stock program, Top 
Fuel was the major attraction. Good 
weather and promise of a big payday 
brought out cream in Top Fuel. The 
first round began with the only man to 
run in the seven’s during the weekend, 
Elmer Trett, taking on fellow Harley- 
Davidson rider Roland Stuart. Elmer 
left Stuart in the dust when he blasted 
down the blacktop to the tune of 8.16 
seconds at 174 mph to a losing 
8.47/162. 

The second pairing saw Joe 
Thronson’s double Harley filling in for 
broken Sam Wills against the trick 
Kawasaki of Terminal Van Lines and 
Bo O'Brotcha. Thronson got up on the 
side of the tire right off the line and 
handed the win to hard charging 
O'Brochta--8.98/174 to 9.25/136. 
Run number three brought the newly 
painted Yamaha of Teson and 
Bernard to the line to face the frog 
man, Roy “Frog” Thacker. The 
normally tough Bernard just didn't 
have it as Thacker took the victory 
running an 8.17 to Bernard's 8.57. 

Rounding out the round was an 
anticipated match between two blown 
Kawasakis belonging to Danny 
Johnson and Ken Blackburn. But it 
was not to be. While doing his 
burnout, Johnson's motor coughed, 
sputtered and finally expired, giving 
Blackburn a free ticket to the semi. 

The semis saw Top Fuel field 
narrowed down to three blown 
Kawasakis and one fire breathing, 
injected Harley-Davidson. First up 
were Trett and O'Brochta. Trett left 


* first arid at 1.320 feet the win lights 








signaled that he would be heading for 
a chance at the $1,650 Top Fuel 
purse. Trett ran a sparkling 
8.11/175.78. The other semi saw 
Blackburn light up the big: red eye, 
giving the easy win to Thacker. 


Going into the Southeast Nationals, 
Thacker and Trett had met nine times 
in competition with Thacker holding 
overwhelming advantage with seven 
wins. However, it was Trett’s turn to 
even up the score somewhat, which he 
did. Trett ran a wheel in the air 
8.24/175, while Thacker wasted an 
8.25/167 pass by lighting up the air 
dreaded red eye. 


It was definitely Trett’s weekend as 
he was also low qualifier and set the 
high mile per hour mark. He was also 
the first recipient of the Custom Bike 
Magazine Best Appearing Award. The 
beautifully painted and polished 
fueler has been a head turner since the 
first day the bike left the Trett Speed 
and Custom shop in Oxford, Ohio. 


Super Eliminator was as low 
qualifier Jon Baugh out of Albertson, 
New York, and Orient Express 
Motorcycles, started things off with a 
first round bye. Bob Malloy brought 
out his A/DT Kawasaki and bested the 
A/F Harley of Sonny Michalowski 
running an 8.84/151 to 9.57/148. Jim 
Cooper was next up. Cooper took his 
Kawasaki to an 8.72 win over Jim 
McClure’s H-D. Mike Bruso had an 
easy time as his A/F Kawasaki 
advanced to the next round when 
Larry Hayes lost the chain on his 
A/DT Kawasaki right off the line. The 
amazing A/F Honda of John Sands 
also advanced as he defeated the 
Orient Express Motorcycles Funny 
Bike ridden by George Babor. A pair 
of blown Kawasaki Funny Bikes were 

















next up as Mike Murdoch faced off 
against Dick Frey. The race never got 
off the starting line, though, as Frey's 
motorcycle developed an oil leak and 
was shut off by the starter. Murdoch 
went through the traps at 8.64/154. 

Baugh led off the quarter finals with 
another win as he faced Malloy. 
Malloy went down to the broken chain 
demon. Cooper also got the free ride 
to the semis as his opponent Bruso lost 
fire on the line. 

Sands and Murdoch took the final 
run of the round down to the last inch 
in a terrific duel. When the win light 
came on Murdoch was on top running 
an 8.78 to Sands’ 8.93. Both riders 
recorded identical speed with the 
number 153.84 appearing on both 
time clocks. 

Murdoch and Baugh took semi wins 

Murdoch on a bye and Baugh 
downing Cooper. 

The final looked like a tight race 
would develop, but as in Top Fuel the 
big red eye took a toll on the 
excitement. After Baugh had staged.

Dale Dutton of Jersey Shores 
Pennsylvania, and Barry Kogut of 
Jacksonville, Florida, were finalists in 
Modified Eliminator. Barry Kogut, 
running out of Regency Kawasaki took 
the win running an 11.36 at 118 mph. 
Dutton’s H/MT Suzuki was shut off on 
the line due to an oil leak. 

Stock Eliminator came down to a 
pair of old hands as Ed Hedrick of 
Wellville, New York, took on Jim 
Dodich of Americus, Georgia, for the 
money. When the smoke had cleared 
it was Hedrick’s SS/D Kawasaki taking 
the win with a 12.24/101 run while 
Dodich’s C/S Kawasaki trailed with a 
12.70/105. 

The Combo Eliminator crown went 
to Danny Johnson's N/M Kawasaki out 
of Pennsylvania over the K/M 
Kawasaki of Floridian Jeff Reel. 
Johnson’s winning time was 13.26 to 
Reel’s losing 12.31. 

In ET 1 Butch Hayes of 
Jacksonville, Florida, took his Suzuki 
to the win defeating Kevin Cadby of 
West Palm Beach, Florida.

Moto two saw Everts grab the hole- 
shot from his newest challenger, but 
Zijlstra was way down in 36th position 
after a first lap crash and the chasing 
group was headed briefly by French- 
man Jacky Vimond, the tall Dutchman 
Groeneveld and Torao Suzuki. Vel- 
keneers forced past Everts on the third 
lap, as Groeneveld demoted Vimond, 
who was also caught by a surprisingly 
lively Walter Kalberer before crashing 
out of contention. 

By lap six Suzuki had been relent- 
lessly squeezed back behind Rinaldi, 
Rahier and Autio, but the real danger 
man was Zijlstra, driving superbly 
through the pack after his early fall. 

At half distance Everts was losing 
ground to Velkeneers, but on lap 10 
climbed right back on terms with the 
Yamaha and retook the lead, only to 
succumb to a spirited counterattack as 
they swooped into the penultimate 
lap.

Kehoe, Healey haul at Tri-Cross 
World Mini Gran Prix

It took three whole days of racing before two 
riders could be crowned champions at this year’s 
World Mini Gran Prix, with action getting 
underway Friday at Saddleback Park, and 


winding up Sunday afternoon. 
And the riders celebrating their 
victories in the Yamaha Race of 
Champions Sunday night were 


factory Yamaha rider Erik Kehoe, of 
Granada Hills, CA, for his sweep of 
the 80cc Race of Champions, and Costa 
Mesa’s Mike Healey, who brought home 
the 50cc main event race. 

Action began Friday morning, with 
practice for all of the classes, then in 
the afternoon, the first motos of each 
division were run. Saturday found all 
of the riders back out at Saddleback for 
their second, and for many, their final 
moto of the 1980 World Mini, then 
Sunday the racing all began at around 
9:00 a.m. High winds, in the neighbor- 
hood of over 60 miles per hour, caused 
delays in the second day’s program, 
and there were still nine classes that 
hadn't finished out by Saturday eve- 
ning. Those races were run promptly 
Sunday morning, and the class victor- 
ies decided. At 11 a.m., the Pee Wee 
Stock and Modified classes were run in 
their final race, as a prelude to the two 
Races of Champions. Those two events 
finished up before noon, but there was 
a two-hour wait before another motor- 
cycle hit the International course at 
Saddleback. That was practice for the 
Race of Champions riders, then it was 
back for some more adjustments to the 
bikes, and another wait before the first 
Race of Champions got underway. 

The brand new Yamaha 80s were to 
be the first on the course, that class 
running three motos before the overall 
winner was decided, then the 50s hit 
the track in between while the riders in 
the 80cc race switched bikes. 


The whole story of the Yamaha 80cc 
Race of Champions could have been 
told in one moto, the first, as Earth- 


quake Erik Kehoe grabbed the hole- 
shot and began a romp that pictured 
him totally out-classing the rest of the 
18-rider field. As the pack rounded 
the Webco turn, Kehoe was out front 
with Jack McGill right at his rear fend- 
er, but that was only momentary, as 
Kehoe soon built an incredible lead 
that no one could come close to chew- 
ing down. This left McGill comfortably 
in second for a few laps, but soon after 
that Mark Meredith pulled within strik- 
ing distance and put in a bid for the 
runner-up position. McGill held him 
back for a while, but Meredith slipped 
around later in the moto, and motored 
off for second. At the finish it was 
Kehoe, Meredith and McGill, with Sam 
Storer and Bryan Taylor running 
across 4-5, 


Moto two shot up the start hill after 
the bike switches had been made, and 
again Kehoe came down into the Web- 
co Tower turn in front. Behind at his 
heels again were McGill, Todd Bray, 
Snell Johnson, and Ron Lechien, but 
as in the first round Kehoe made no 
match out of the race, and roosted off 
into the breeze. On the second lap, 
Bray had taken command of second 
position after McGill dropped way 
back, and John Simpson, who rode to 
an eighth in the first round, was press- 
ing in third ahead of Johnson and 
Meredith. One more circuit found 
Simpson still in third, but Bray dropped 
from second to fourth and Meredith 
moved into the place slot. From there 
the pack trained through the rest of the 
moto, and positions held to the finish, 
Brian Stanley moved into the fifth spot 
late in the race, and moved McGill 
back to sixth. 


The final round put the icing on the 
Kehoe Race of Champions cake, but 





for once, somebody got ahead of him. 
At the start, Sam Storer picked up the 
holeshot and led Kehoe for a total of 
four turns, but then the Earthquake 
struck again, and he roosted off to yet 
another comfortable lead. Storer gave 
chase early on in the moto, but his ef- 
forts were to no avail, as Kehoe was too 
much to catch. Meredith started out in 
third, was still in third at the halfway 
mark, and finished third behind Storer 
at the checkered flag, while Ron Lech- 
ien and Mark Knowles did the same 
number for fourth and fifth. 

Overall, Kehoe was the winner, and 
took home the YZ 80 of his choice, 
along with the new Bell Moto III, 
Griffs Leathers, Premier Yamaha jer- 
seys and Scott goggles given to each 
rider before the start of the Race of 
Champions. Mark Meredith picked up 
second, Sam Storer took third, fourth 
went to Todd Bray and Jack McGill, 
with an 11th in the final moto, went 
home with fifth. 

Next up were the YZ 50 riders in their 
Race of Champions. In their first moto, 
Mike Healey grabbed the holeshot, with 
Mouse McCoy, Larry Ward, Ronnie 
Tichenor, Keith Turpin and Brad 
Johnson in tow. Healey stayed in 
command early in the race, but Mouse 
McCoy went down early, and had to 
charge back into the hunt. In his 
charge, he slipped by Brant McCoy, 
David Flowers, Johnson, Turpin and 
Ward, which put him right behind 
Healey. From there the duo put on the 
best race of the day as they traded posi- 
tions a number of times in the remain- 
ing laps. McCoy would charge right by 
Healey, who would then mount his 
own head of steam and run past 
McCoy, and their battle was ended 
only by the checkered flag. There, 
Healey took control only turns before 
the finish line, and held on for the 
win. Turpin, Ward and Brant McCoy 
rounded out the top five. 


The 50cc second moto saw Healey 
again out front early, but this time 
McCoy found the dirt a little bit 
harder, and fell way off the pace. 
Turpin and Ward were there in 
second and third, continuing their bat- 








tle which had gone on behind the lead- 
ing pair in the first round. Meanwhile, 
McCoy was picking off riders steadily 
as the race wore on, and at the finish 
the boards read Healey, Turpin, 
Ward, Brant McCoy, Brad Johnson 
and finally Mouse. Overall Healey took 
home the YZ 50 he wanted, as Turpin 
picked up second, Ward took third, 
Mouse took fourth with Brant McCoy 
fifth, and Brad Johnson sixth out of 
the 11-rider field. 


After the two Race of Champions 
classes were finished, four run-offs 
were left, the 83cc Stock and Modi- 
fied Experts 12 and over, and the 83cc 
Stock and Modified Intermediates 12 
and over. In the Intermediates’ Stock 
run-off, Russ Winkler came out on top 
ahead of Bobby Moore, Kurt Hendrick- 
sen, Danny Storbeck and Todd Camp- 
bell, but with the scoring system, 
which also included the division moto 
scores as well to determine the overall 
winner, Danny Storbeck was the victor. 
Todd Campbell had enough points 
for second overall, with Paul Denis 
and Rudy Dickinson tied in points 
for fifth, and by virute of the run-off 
low score, Denis took the better plac- 
ing, while Dickinson took home sixth. 
placing, while Dickinson took home 
sixth. 

Intermediate run-off scores in the 
Modfied race found Todd Campbell 
with that win, ahead of Rudy Dickin- 
son, Todd Hewatt, Paul Denis and 
Bobby Moore, while in the overall scor- 
ing the order went Campbell, Dickin- 
son, Hewatt, Donnie Sigrist and Denis. 

Erick Kehoe was back for both of 
the Expert run-offs, as he won both 
motos in his division of each category, 
but up against him in both of the 
runoffs was George Holland, who also 
had four moto victories going into the 
pair of runoffs. The first up to the line 
was the Stock race, but the Kehoe/ 
Holland matchup never materialized 
as Kehoe took the win and Ron Lechien 
the runnerup slot, leaving Holland to 
third. In the overall scoring, however, 
Holland came up second behind 
Kehoe, with Lechien third, Troy 
Blake fourth and a three-way tie 








among Louie Franco, Sam Storer and 
Mark Meredith. Storer took fifth, 
Meredith sixth, and Franco seventh. 
Modified action was a turnaround, 
though, as Kehoe for the first time all 
weekend failed to win the moto, and 
ran second to Holland's Suzuki, which 
put him second to Holland in that 
overall as well. Troy Blake took third 
in the run-off and third in the overall 
scoring as well, while Sam Storer fin- 
ished the run-off fifth and fourth 
overall, ahead of Bruce Bunch, who 
took fourth in the run-off, but missed 
that spot in the overalls by four points. @ 


True tops Coors/SHA 
hillclimb

In a final tune-up for the Widow- 
maker on April 27, Triumph- 
mounted Ron True from Sun 
Valley, CA, blasted his way up 
the Matterhorn in 8.15 seconds on his 
last run for the fastest time of the day 
at the Coors/Saddleback Hillclimbers 
Association hillclimb, held at Saddle- 
back Park in conjunction’ with Cycle- 
rama ’80. True also took the featured 
Exhibition class win, worth $500. 

Though he had the best time in that 
class after round one and didn’t have 
to run a second time, True elected to 
take his second run and go after Kerry 
Peterson’s fast time to that point of 
8.29 seconds, set in the Open Modified 
class on a Triumph. 

Running without the intimidating 
metal paddles on the rear tire that 
seemed to be in vogue in the Modified 
and Exhibition classes, True kept his 
bike straight in a nearly flawless, 
casual-appearing ride up the hill. 

The surface of the Matterhorn was 
quite hard, dry and slippery. A sort of 
jump at about the midway point and 
another larger rise or lip near the 
lights at the top combined with other 
bumps and ruts to keep all competitors 
on their toes and careful about the 
lines they chose (or, at least, intended 
to use). 

True claimed, “You have to hit the 
bumps right without losing momen- 
tum.” One could see that was indeed a 
key to getting up the hill as it was ex- 
tremely difficult to keep going if you 
got out of shape and had to shut off 
momentarily. 

“I think I had the hot setup today,” 
he said later. “It’s too hard today (for 
the big metal paddles).” Pointing to 
the much smaller metal “teeth” 
strapped to his tire, he claimed, “that 
there digs in like a Ditch Witch.” True 
also confessed that the main reason he 
didn’t use big paddles was that he 
didn’t finish making them. 

Some of the more exotic Exhibition 
machinery failed to make as much of 
an impression due to mechanical woes. 
George Tidwell’s screaming Honda 
four broke a timing chain just before 
his first run, forcing him out. He did 
bring along a Yamaha that he ran in 
the 531-700cc Modified class, topping 
the hill with a 9.97-second run that 
was good for third in the class. 

John Bjorkman’s thundering 1300cc 
Harley did a lot of bellowing on its way 
over, but was plagued with a power- 
robbing miss the whole way which 
really slowed it down. 

Though second to True in the 
Exhibition class with a time of 8.68 
seconds, Peterson won the other classes 
he entered. His first run in the Open 
Modified class gave everyone else a 
mark to shoot for — 8.29.

He then hopped aboard a Maico 
and went up the approximately 415- 
foot hill in 8.50 seconds to win the 366- 
530cc Modified class, a little over a 
half second faster than runner-up 
George Sauer’s time of 9.04 set on a 
Yamaha. 


The first person to top the hill was 
Carl Collier whose first run in the 366- 
530cc Stock class put him over at 10.93 
seconds. No one else in that large class 
went over on their first attempt.

ORANGE, CA, APR. 13 
Saddleback Park was a wheeled 
circus today. There seemed to 
have been a bit of overeagerness 
among the park officials concern- 
ing scheduling of events. In all, there 
was a hillclimb, a trials, a motocross, a 
bicycle motocross, flat-trackin’ go- 
karts and the California Racing Club 
Grand Prix. 

It was easy to see that Chris Gables 
was ready for the green flag at the start 
of the Mini race and grabbed a beauti- 
ful holeshot right into the first turn 
and up the long straight that followed 
and had a 100 yard lead when the 
course disappeared into the rain-eroded 
bowels of Saddleback. When the pack 
reappeared on the other side of the 
park, he was in command and stayed 
there, adding about 10 seconds per lap 
to his lead. 

With Gables’ Yamaha out of sight in 
the lead, second and third became 
Suzuki land with Neal Monty and 
Terry Woody starting even but Monty 
soon moved to the front and set sail 
after Gables. His determined drive 
opened more space between him and 
Woody on every lap and he remained 
in second to the finish with Woody get- 
ting third. Fourth and fifth were the 
battlegrounds for a pair of Hondas, 
with Tim Morton and Randi Marsters 
aboard. Morton led through the first 
two and one-half laps, shutting the 
door on Marsters. at every opportunity. 
By the middle of lap three Marsters 
had had enough and, taking a big 
chance, slipped by Morton on the in- 
side of a rough and dusty downhill 
turn. Once past, Marsters took ad- 
vantage of what appeared to be a slight 
horsepower edge and began pulling 
away. 

First place in the Open race belonged 
to Amateur Eric Graves.

Brooks moved into and held second to 
the end, Wooldridge stayed in third 
and Bob Broten motored around un- 
challenged for fourth. 

The Veterans/Seniors/Women’s race 
was more fiercely fought from the be- 
ginning. Although Bryan Farnsworth 
took the holeshot and had a little bit of 
a lead in the first lap, Ed Ellis was 
eager to show off his new Kawasaki and 
put some incredible pressure on Farns- 
worth, Fender to fender for three laps 
until Farnsworth went down hard. By 
the time he recovered, Ellis had whipped 
the big Kaw to an untouchable lead 
and Novice Bill Baxter and Beginner 
Ken Irwin had jumped past to take 
second and third, leaving Farnsworth 
to settle for fourth.

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Leavitt tops fifth 
annual French Trial

ORANGE, CA, APR. 12 

“Rhett, Scarlett. We're ready 
for the burning of Atlanta. Roll 
sound, Tara’s. Theme.” What 
does a motion picture made 40 
years ago have to do with the fifth 
annual International Trials Associa- 
tion/ American Trials Association French 
Trial? Simple. The movie was titled 
Gone With The Wind. And that’s what 
happened to the loop markings. To 
suggest that the course arrows were 
lacking ranks right up there with say- 
ing Hitler was not nice or Jack the Rip- 
per had a slight personality problem. 

Trialmaster Jean Fradette had sano’d 
the course the night before, but over- 
night winds and some possible sabotage 
eliminated many markers, leaving Sat- 
urday’s contestants to.curse and worse 
their way around the first loop. At 
many junctures of the journey the rid- 
ers were forced to play exasperating 
multiple choice games. As a result, the 
first hour of riding was like a crash 
course in orienteering without map or 
compass. Imagine a scavenger hunt — 
without clues. At this point one could 
recall a comment made during the rid- 
er’s meeting before the trial. What was 
said was: anyone cutting the course will 
be disqualified. During the first hour 
most riders felt that should have been: 
anyone finding the course will be quali- 
fied. 

But somehow the strong survived 
and the 47 starters encountered chal- 
lenging sections along with some of the 
expected Saddleback knicky-knack. 

Attendance, no doubt affected by 
the unusual Saturday scheduling, was 
way off. More than 100 starters had 
come out the year before. In fact, over 
the years, the French Trial had built 
an attendance average second only to 
the year-end fund raiser, El Trial de 
Espana. ; 

After the wanderings of the first 
loop it was pretty much an other-than- 
that-Mrs.-Lincoln-how-did-you-enjoy- 
the-sections situation. A classy finisher 
pin at day's end helped. 

The ITA’s big ATA points trial is 
called the French Trial for a simple 
enough reason. ITA major domo Jean 
Fradette is French Canadian. His Inter- 
national Trials Association puts on 
trials regularly at Saddleback and is 
also launching bicycle trials at the 
park. 

The French Trial was dominated by 
Spanish bikes. Lane Leavitt borrowed 
his wife's bike — inscribed “Leavittated 
by Lane’ and made his first-start on 












a Montesa in almost a decade. It was, 
as the English say, a “fairy tale ride” 
— a win the first time out on a new 
brand. Lane was warming up for next 
month’s Scottish Six Days, which he 
will ride on a Montesa. It will be his 
first ride in Scotland since 1975. 


Wife Debbie, who won a First Class 
award over there in 1978, was also plan- 
ning on riding the Six Days, but then 
discovered she was expecting. The 
Leavitt's first born, no doubt, will be 
bionically dab proof. 

The day’s loop took the trialsters all 
the way over beyond the motocross pits 
and flat track to tackle a pile of tele- 
phone poles stacked on a hillside. 
Rumor has it that one motocrosser, 
eyeballing the section, tried it on an 
XR75 and made it through. 


Someone thought they saw four time 
U.S. Champion Marland Whaley 
watching the action from the pits, but 
he was home prepping for a moto- 
cross race at Carlsbad the following 
day. Since returning from his world 
trials effort in March, Marland has 
been racing CMC with an eye toward 
joining the National motocross circuit 
in 1981. He does plan to defend his 
national trials title, however, provided 
he gets a release from the English ACU 
license he picked up at the beginning 
of the year. 

Meanwhile, back at the French Trial, 
last years ATA Champion, Andre 
Plouffe, who a month earlier had 
come out second best in a battle be- 
tween his fourwheeler and a flash 
flood, was second best again, four 
points behind Leavitt in the Expert 
class. Lane missed the final section on 
each of the three loops. That oversight 
added a quick 30 points to his tally. 
Plouffe, also known as Andy Puff, 
edged Oli Thordarson by a single point. 
Oh’s third gave him the nod over Scott 
Head. Head, a winner at his last ATA 
trial, had early shock problems and 
never really got rolling. 

Anthony Dilabio, just a couple of 
points behind Leavitt and Plouffe on 
the first lap, finished fifth. In sixth was 
Bruce Davis, the ATA’s 1979 recipient 
of the Jim Wilson Youth Award. Bruce 
edged ATA president Matt Pritchard 
by two points. 

In Amateur action Michael Lauxen 
topped Dave Wilson by three points. 
Lauxen needs two more good rides to 
become a 14-year-old ATA Expert. 
Mark Oldar edged Clive Hannon on 
cleans for third Amateur. 

The Senior A tussle saw Fradette, 
aboard a Beamish Suzuki, top Gil 
Smith by 12 points. Lou Gleason was 
the handy winner in the Senior B class. 

A big disappointment was the mea- 
ger Novice/Beginner turnout. Just sev- 
en Beginners and three Novices picked 
up ITA finisher pins. Butch Myers had 
things his own way by a nine point 
margin over Joe Minor for Beginner 
honors while Keith Klafs topped Chris 
McHugh by six in the Novice class. By 
finishing, Bob Schrater earned the 
First Time Beginner honors. °

Honda Ontario Six Hour Classic. 





Setting the stage for the AFM’s Honda Ontario 


6-Hour Endurance Classic

For the 1980 version of their annual six hour 
endurance race, the American Federation of 
Motorcyclists got sponsorship from Honda and 
the race is now called the Honda Ontario 6- 


Hour Endurance Classic. Being 
one of the most important events 
on the west coast, perhaps in the 
country, this year it attracts three 
factory teams. 

First, the defending champions, 
Dave Aldana and Dave Emde, who 
rode a Yoshimura GS 1000 Suzuki last 
year, will be on different rides. Aldana 
came back from England and the 
Match Races to sign with Kawasaki 
and will ride a KZ 1000 Superbike with 
Eddie Lawson. Lawson and Aldana 
finished 1-2 in the recent Talledega 
Superbike round, and Kawasaki racing 
manager Gary Mathers said of the up- 
coming Six-Hour, “After our freak ac- 
cident last year (When John Bettencourt 
hit a slower rider on the front straight- 
away), we're looking for a better per- 
formance this time. We've got the men 
and the machine so we're going after 





the win, but we are mainly concerned 
with finishing the race. We'll see at the 
track how the others are doing and go 
from there.” 

Dave Emde will team with long-time 
friend Harry Klinzmann on a Race- 
crafters Kawasaki KZ 1000 which has 
two auxiliary fuel tanks on the sides of 
the bike, boosting fuel capacity by three 
gallons. That should give the team an 
advantage in refueling stops and those 
seconds saved should count at the end 
of the race. 

The defending champion motorcycle, 
the Yoshimura GS 1000 Suzuki, will be 
sponsored this year by Vetter and rid- 
den by Wes Cooley and Richard 
Schlachter. The engine, like many of 
the others, will be 1100cc, bored up 
from the GS 1000. Yoshimura’s Carol 
Carpenter said, “We're confident. We 
didn’t have any major problems last 
year. The bike ran smoothly and we're 





ready and going for it despite the fact 
that the competition is a lot stiffer this 
year.” 

Also on a Suzuki GS 1000 will be ex- 
Superbike Champ Reg Pridmore, who 
will ride for the first time since his ter- 
rible accident at Laguna Seca last 
year. He will ride with Dennis Smith 
on Smith’s Cycle Tune-sponsored 
1100cc Suzuki. Smith, after a sixth 
place in the Bell Superbike 100 at Day- 
tona, is looking for a stronger finish on 
the California oval. 

Also partially sponsored by Bel-Ray 
wil be the Kawasaki KZ 1000 of 
Chuck Parme and Whitney Blakeslee. 
The beautiful San Jose BMW will be 
ridden by Kurt Knollenberg and Ron 
Lang, and because of their better gas 
mileage, will shoot for a good finish. 

Wendell Phillips, who finished third 
last year, will ride Kerry Bryant's KZ 
1000. Wendell lost his R.C. Engineer- 
ing sponsorship but is confident of a 
good performance during the long race. 

Honda, along with sponsoring the 
race, is bringing a very strong team 
with three official entries: Ron Pierce/ 
Freddie Spencer, Steve McLaughlin/ 
Roberto Pietri and Steve Mallonee/ 
Jeff Haney. All will be on Superbikes 
and helped by Honda's long experience 
in European endurance racing. Mc 








Laughlin, the Honda road racing team 
manager, commented, “For us the Six 
Hour represents the only race that will 
be held this year in southern California. 
All the press will be there, and because 
it is an AFM race, the spectators will 
be able to look at the bikes up close. 
Our market is the U.S. and we are al- 
ways looking for a very good finish in 
the races we enter, but this year, be- 
cause of the other strong teams, no one 
can predict for sure who is going to 
win, We're going to do our best to put 
on the best show possible with the help 
of the mechanics and the Honda 
people.” 

A fast journalist entry will be the 
Motorcyclist Magazine GS 550 Yoshi- 
ma Suzuki of Art Friedman and Jeff 
Karr, winner of the 550cc class last 
year and looking for a similar per- 
formance this year.

Balentine top dog

RED MOUNTAIN, CA, APR/13 
KTM’s Bob Balentine had an 
enjoyable Sunday ride through 
the early spring flowers as he 
cruised to an easy win at the 
Rovers’ Boner Run H&H. With many 
of the top riders in Nevada for the Las 
Vegas “400,” Balentine had things 
pretty much his own way for the day.

Christian again 
at Costa Mesa

COSTA MESA, CA, APRIL 18, 1980 
There was no place else to be on 
Friday night except the Orange 
County Fairgrounds in Costa 
Mesa — the night was warm, the 
fans were ready and the racing 
was hot. 

In the First Division Scratch Semi, 
young Kelly Moran got his act together 
as he and Alan Christian battled it out 
for first place. For the first three laps 
they traded places for the lead and 
though it was just a semi, neither Kelly 
nor Alan would give. With the entire 
crowd screaming, the emotional 
tension was incredible. In the fourth 
turn of the last lap, Kelly took the lead 
and beat Alan to the checkers, As 
exciting as this race was, it was only a 
preview of things to come. 

In the Handicap Main event, 
another young rider — Lance King — 
was not to be defeated. Riding from 
the 30-yard line Lance took control 
and worked past Sterling Cogar and 
Phil Gagnon to take the lead. Lance 
was not given the win, though. Craig 
Schaefer, also riding from the 30-yard 
line, put some heavy pressure on and 
nearly won the race. Finishing third 
from the 40-yard line was Brad Oxley. 

The Scratch Main brought 
Christian and Moran back for a 
rematch of the earlier meeting. How- 
ever, there were two other factors in 
this race. One was Dave Sims; the 
other was National Champion Mike 
Bast. To say the race was exciting 
would be a gross understatement. The 
race was incredible and with these four 
names on the starting line, that’s the 
only thing it could have been. This 
time the circumstances were not in 
young Kelly’s favor as the experience 
of Alan, Mike and Dave riding the 
short track paid off. Christian won the 
Scratch Main for the second week in a 
row. Bast, who still is not fully re- 
covered from his last injury, finished 
second. Sims took third and Kelly, a 
disappointing fourth. 

The Second Division Main showed a 
future First Division rider take all.

Ascot had racing at its best 
Friday night, great handlebar 
clangin’, come from behind side 
by side flat trackin’ in all divisions.

He got ahead a bit then Davidson 
started pulling it down and gaining, 
only to lose control of the front end on 
that infamous spot exiting turn two 
and drop it.

Second heat, Jeff Allison, Arlette 
Smith and Danny Perkins went 
through lap one in a group, but had to 
restart because Dave Ryan fell. The 
same group got out front again, but 
Smith caught her foot a bit later, 
losing her spot in the front group, and 
Rich Arnaiz shot right up there after 
Allison's front place. He got it too, but 
it was three abreast racing down the 
straights at times between him, Danny 
Perkins and Allison. Allison wasn’t too 
smooth and Danny got away from 
them both, tearing for the finish flag 
with Jeff and Rich coming across just 
about even. The scorers tabbed Arnaiz 
second and Allison third in that 
whoopee finish.

Blakeslee sets 
record at ARRA RR

RIVERSIDE, CA, APR. 13 

Whitney Blakeslee set his second 
Open Box Stock lap record in as 
many races while winning an 
American Road Racing Associa- 
tion event at Riverside Raceway. 

Just two weeks earlier Blakeslee had 
destroyed the Open Box Stock lap 
record at Ontario. And just as it hap- 
pened at Ontario, Blakeslee started 
the Open Box Stock race at Riverside 
in second place behind a flying Suzuki 
GS 1100. At Ontario it had been John 
Ulrich leading Blakeslee for several 
laps, running underneath the lap 
record before Blakeslee got past and 
went even quicker around the course. 
At Riverside Aaron Post was the GS 
1100 pilot leading Blakeslee, and like 
Ulrich, Post ran several consecutive 
laps under the existing record before 
Blakeslee got past. 

The lead changed hands several 
times, with Blakeslee and his Kawasaki 
KZ 1000 Mk. II holding an advantage 
in the Riverside esses and Post having 
straightaway speed and the ability to 
drive harder into sweeping turn nine. 
When Blakeslee outbraked and went 
inside Post into downhill turn seven on 
the third lap, it looked like it was the 
end of Post’s challenge. But Post re- 
gained first on that lap and led the en- 
tire fourth lap, before Blakeslee got by 
again and pulled out. 

The new lap record for the class stood 
afterwards at 1:39.2. Post’s fastest lap 
during the race was 1:39.3, and the 
previous record, set by Blakeslee in 
1979, was 1:40.5. 

Third overall and class winner for 
750cc Box Stock was Mark Redmond 
on his KZ 750. Mike Spencer came 
from the second wave of the combined 
Open-750-550-410cc Box Stock start 
to finish well into the first wave and to 
take first 550cc on his Kawasaki KZ 
550. Spencer finished 15 seconds 
ahead of the next 550cc, another 
Kawasaki ridden by Ken Vreeke, who 
barely beat Rob Radel on still another 
potent black KZ 550s. The only Box 
Stock class not swept by Kawasaki was 
410cc, which Dave Behrendt (Yam) 
won, beating Perry Stein’s Honda 
Haw. 








Leland Hancock came from behind 
to win 250cc GP after Tony Williams 
got the holeshot on the TZ 250 he 
normally tunes for former AMA 250cc 
Champion David Emde. Getting past 
Williams on the first lap were Barry 
Elliot and Hancock. Hancock passed 
Elliot going into turn one on the second 
lap, then pulled away. Elliot did not 
finish, and Jim Lerer was second. Wil- 
liams came across the finish line in 
third place. 

Aaron Post came back in Open Pro- 
duction to win the start and lead the 
first lap, but Whitney Blakeslee and 
his 1100cc KZ 1000 Mk. II, set up for 
serious Production racing, soon flew 
past Post’s Box Stock Suzuki and dis- 
appeared. 

But after five laps of pulling out 
more and more of a lead, Blakeslee 
was suddenly looking down at his 
engine as the bike’s exhaust not went 
flat. One of the bike's exhaust header 
pipes had fallen off in turn seven, and 
Blakeslee slowed drastically. Post caught 
and passed Blakeslee, and led until the 
last turn of the last (ninth) lap, where 
Blakeslee motored around and past to 
take the checkered flag. 

Tracy Grieger won Open Cafe lead- 
ing from the first lap with Steve Sowden 
second, But Blakeslee, riding his re- 
paired Production bike, actually turned 
the fastest lap of the race, a 1:35.8 as 
he charged up from third place to 
challenge Sowden, who, like Grieger, 
was turning fairly consistent 1:37s. 
That charge ended when Blakeslee 
went too hot into turn seven, chattered 
right up to the edge of the track — 
much to the delight of spectators at 
the turn — and slowed down to turn 
1:38s and 1:39s.on the last three laps. 
Unfortunately Sowden’s race ended 
when a lapped rider changed lines be- 
tween turns five and six, forcing 
Sowden off the outside of the track 
and into the dirt while on full brakes. 
The resulting crash left Sowden with 
wrist, finger and leg injuries. Jeff Tut- 
tobene, riding a KZ 550 for the first 
time (he borrowed it from Rob Radel) 
crashed trying to avoid the wreckage. 


Meanwhile, Ken Vreeke and his 
Specialists II Yamaha won the 600cc 
Cafe division, ahead of Mike Spencer's 
Box Stock KZ 550. Lee Fleming rode 
Spencer's 750cc Production-winning 
KZ 650 to defeat Mark Redmond’s Box 
Stock KZ 750 for the 750cc Cafe win.

Lechien, Dobbs 
hot at CMMC MX

Yamaha Motor Corp. rider Ron- 
nie Lechien went six for six at 
Barona Oaks Raceway, sweep- 
ing both the Stock and Modified 


Expert Minicycle classes and the special 
105cc Minicycle class. 

Lechien’s domination was so com- 
plete in all three classes that the only 
racing was for second with Kenny 
Dunlap edging Billy Evans in the Stock 
class and Evans taking a tie-breaker 
from Dunlap in the Modifieds and top 
Intermediate rider Richie Dobbs grab- 
bing a tie-breaker second from Dunlap 
in the 105cc Minicycles. 

Dobbs continues to impress, and 
though it will be a while before he 
moves to the Experts, it looks as if he 
could handle 90% of them right now. 
The 12-16 Intermediates were a com- 
plete romp for Dobbs, as no one was 
even close in any of the Stock and 
Modified motos. 

In the 125cc Expert classes David 
McGhee ran his usual strong race for a 
two for two sweep of the Stock division, 
but in the Modified he had trouble in 
the first moto and finished third with 
Tim Hale grabbing a close win over 
Mike Monsegur. McGhee came back 
for a second moto win, but it wasn’t 
good enough as Hale once again out- 
dueled a persistent Monsegur for 
second and the class win. 

After sitting out a year at Barona, 
former Mini Expert rider David Crow- 
son returned with the motorcycles and 
grabbed a hard fought overall win in 
the 125cc Stock Intermediate division. 
The 125cc Stock Novice field was 20 
strong, with some very fast riders like 
Arni Lemon, Alex Leon, Dirk Dou- 
cette, Randy Rush, etc., but when 





the checkered flag fell in each moto, it 
was second race rider Guy Schmidt out 
front and long gone. 

The always tough 9-11 Intermediate 
Minicycles lived up to their reputation 
once again with Scott Brown, now a 
R&D Suzuki charger, edging Frankie 
Brundage in a tiebreaker for the Stock 
honors. The Modifed division was a 
“Ripley's Believe It or Not” as Brun- 
dage emerged on top of a four way tie- 
breaker with a 4-1 finish effort over 
Thor Bjornestad (3-2), who in turn 
edged Brandon Schneider (2-3), who 
tripped up Scott Brown (1-4)! 

Barona Oaks’ new Beginner class 
produced another great race with a 
large field of new riders with Mark 
Scott taking a 1-2 effort to the top 
spot; Tim Nash in for the show position 
off a 3-1 go; and Geroge Hart taking 
third with a 2-3 effort.

Gregson grabs the 
green at Clarks 
Branch MX

ROSEBURG, OR, APR. 6 

Mark Gregson took time out of 
his busy racing schedule to return 
home to Oregon and win both 
the 125 and 250cc Pro classes at 
the Clarks Branch Motocross $500 
Easter race. Gregson and his LOP 
Yamaha took double moto wins in 
both classes on the slick Roseburg track. 

They say that only fools or newcomers 
would try to guess the weather in Ore- 
gon and at this time of year, that is es- 
pecially true. One week earlier dust 
was a problem on motocross tracks in 
Oregon. That was on a Sunday. On 
Monday morning it snowed. On the 
Saturday before Clarks Branch the 
snow level once again dropped with 
rain in the lower elevations. The Rose- 
burg track turned very gooey and slick. 

Gregson was the most famous rider 
behind the starting gate when the 
250cc Pros lined up for their first 
moto, but there was a lot of heavy 
talent on both side of him. One of 
Oregon’s hottest upcoming riders, 
Tim Michlitch, was there as well as 
Craig Prause, Randy Wing, Rod Huff- 
man and a host of others. 

As the gate dropped Michlitch 
leaped his Yamaha out of the hole and 
up to the first turn ahead of everyone 
else. Behind Tim was the Honda of 
Gary Rost, local Husky rider Wing, 
Mike Somerville, Prause and Huff- 
man. Gregson was a distant seventh. 
On the third lap, Prause and Wing 
both got by Rost putting them in sec- 
ond and third. Gregson, meanwhile, 
had dropped back to ninth. 

On the fourth lap Gregson finally 
started to move, working up to sixth. 
Rost, Prause and Wing battled for 
second, third and fourth places chang- 
ing back and forth. Wing dropped 
back as far as fifth at one time when 
Huffman passed him but Wing re- 
passed Huffman on a long, steep down- 
hill. At the halfway mark the order 
was Michlitch, Rost, Prause, Wing 
and Huffman. Gregson was still in sixth. 
On the eighth lap, Rost found himself 


in first place as Michlitch was hit by 
another rider, getting his brake 
crunched in the process. Tim dropped 
back to fifth, just one place ahead of 
Gregson. Rost’s lead was short-lived, 
lasting only two laps. He stalled his 
Honda and pulled off the track. Prause, 
too, was having troubles and it appeared 
that his front brake cable was snagging. 
This dropped him back to sixth. 
Around the same time, Gregson got 
around Michlitch and both riders got 
by Huffman. 

The next few laps saw an incredible 
race between Wing, Gregson and 
Michlitch for first through third places. 
Finally, Michlitch came up behind 
Wing, who was still in first place, and 
tried to pass on a fast right-hand sweep- 
ing turn. Michlitch went underneath 
Wing, but Wing didn’t budge an inch. 
Michlitch found himself drifting into 
Wing and then found himself on the 
ground. Wing rode on but lost his con- 
centration momentarily and fell in the 
next corner. á 

Gregson sat back in third watching 
the whole affair and when Wing fell he 
took advantage of the situation to go 
around for first place. Wing got back 
underway in second followed by Mich- 
litch and Huffman and that was the 
order at the finish. 

It rained hard just before the 125cc 
Pros left the line and the track was 
very slick. Gregson got the holeshot 
and never gave up the lead. Behind 
Mark was Jamie Classen, Roy Davis 
and Rick Smith. Next to last in ninth 
place was Michlitch. 

On the second lap Davis pulled 
around Classen and had second from 


' that time on. By the halfway mark, 


Michlitch had moved from next to last 
to fourth place. A few laps later, he 
moved around Classen for third. 

It is said that the number 13 is an 
unlucky number and lap 13 turned out 
to be a disaster at Clarks Branch. Wing 
was having trouble with his 125cc 
Suzuki and came out late in the moto. 
He made about 15 minutes when, 
while coming down the big downhill, 
he got tangled with another rider. 
Randy said he felt a snap in his leg and 
had to be carried off the track by 
medical personnel. 

On the same lap, Michlitch’s me- 
chanic gave Tim the signal to go after 
Davis who was in second. Just after the 
signal, Tim lost control of his machine 
on the same sweeping corner where he 





and Wing had run into each other in 
the 250 moto. He was unable to restart 
and pulled off the track. The order at 
the finish was Gregson, Davis, Classen, 
and Brian Mode. 

Just before the start of the second 
motos, a herd of sheep decided to cruise 
onto the track but were quickly ushered 
off the facilities. After all they hadn’t 
paid and besides, none had pit passes. 

When the gate dropped on the 
second 250cc Pro moto, it was Somer- 
ville who jumped out ahead. He was 
followed by Michlitch, Gregson, Huff- 
man and Arne Hettman. On the second 
lap, Gregson got by Michlitch and 
then flew by Somerville on the down- 
hill. From then on, first place belonged 
to Gregson. 

Michlitch also got by Somerville. The 
next few laps saw Somerville and Mich- 
litch battle for second. The battle end- 
ed when Michlitch fell. Tim was ob- 
viously upset with himself for falling 
and he looked as though he couldn't 
believe it had happened. Tim didn’t 
remount for a few minutes and when 
he finally did get back underway he 
was in fourth place behind Huffman. 
At the checkered flag it was Gregson 
first with Somerville in second, Huff- 
man third and Michlitch fourth. 

The spectators were beginning to 
get a little bored what with the cold 
drizzly day and the 125cc Pro class was 
just what the doctor ordered. Gregson 
got the holeshot and led for the first 
lap. Behind Mark was Carey Lund, a 
local Yamaha rider, Michlitch, Mode 
and Davis. Everyone waited for 
Gregson to pull away from the 15- 
year-old Lund. Everyone but Lund, 
that is. “Scarey Carey” not only didn’t 


` lose sight of Gregson but passed him 


going up an uphill. 

Still, the crowd wasn’t convinced 
and sure enough, Gregson repassed 
Lund. Everyone thought that would 
be the end of it but Lund wasn’t going 
to let it be. He rode up to the top of 
the big downhill, bounced off a two- 
foot cutbank, dove down the hill and 
passed Gregson in midair as the two 
riders jumped the two jumps which are 
about one-third of the way from the 
top. Lund jumped so far that he hit 
the lip of the second jump. Seeing this, 
the crowd started going crazy and 
everyone waved Lund on. 


Carey led for three more laps until 
Gregson once again pulled beside 
Lund and passed him. Gregson later 
commented that he was really sur- 
prised by the young rider and that “I 
just couldn’t believe the line he was 
taking.” Finally Gregson and Michlitch 
both got by Carey but Lund had shown 
a lot of determination. He also woke 
up the spectators. 

Now Gregson had another problem. 
This time it was Michlitch’s turn to put 
the pressure on Gregson and he did get 
around Mark. After 15 minutes of rac- 
ing, the order was Michlitch, Gregson, 
Lund, Classen and Davis. 

The lead got away from Michlitch 
when, once again, he fell letting Greg- 
son by for the checkered flag. Mich- 
litch came in second followed by Clas- 
sen and Lund who later commented 
that he did get tired and also during 
the moto it started raining and he 
couldn't see well. 

Michlitch also rode the Open Pro 
class but as it turned out, he was the 
only Open Pro. It didn’t really matter 
because Michlitch’s mechanic, Bob 
Cicerchi, was the big show during the 
moto anyway. Bob was either flipping 
his hat up and holding his thumb out 
as Tim would ride by or waving on the 
Open Intermediate rider who was be- 
hind Tim. Bob would give the rider

It finally got a chance to run, 
despite much rain and pain; 
round one of the much delayed 
northern California H-Point Rac- 
ing Products Regional motocross got 
off the ground. Along with it, Eric 
McKenna served notice to both 250 
and Open class riders that he is ready 
to do battle by winning both of those 
classes in a real battle royale. 

Billy Johnson took the 125 class 
honors in a one-moto-only race that 
saw nearly 75% of the field succumb 
to the treacherous conditions of a Na- 
tional track that was well watered the 
night before and then rained on for 
the better part of four hours before, 
during and after the start of activities. 

This event will start a new series of 
professional events for the new riders 
trying to make Expert under the new 
rules for 1981, for riders returning to 
the scene to re-establish points and to 
generally create a more professional 
atmosphere for the up and coming kid 
to get ready for and with 10 events to 
cover the season, the top riders will be 
seen in the fall Trans-USA series. 

Nineteen riders took the opening 
splash of the Hangtown gate. as the 
Dirt Diggers North did an excellent 
job of getting the National track back 
to snuff only to see most of it drown 
after a long day and evening's watering 
when a stiff spring storm blew through 
dropping nearly one-half inch of wet 
stuff on some already wet stuff. 

Scott Burnworth was the first to get 
educated about NorCal mud, falling 
off numerous times but sticking with 
it. Jon Nelson had the early lead and a 
good one it was until he became stuck 
and relinquished the front spot to Billy 
Johnson on the Hayward Yamaha spe- 
cial, Nelson and Johnson traded the 
spot once with engine seizing and get- 
ting stuck but young Billy was the first 
to the checkered. 

Nelson took second by a wide margin 
over Burnworth who deserves a lot of 
credit for trying hard. Alan Kondash 
rode the South City Cycles KTM to a 
fine fourth place with Rich Tiago the 
last man out of camp but fifth overall. 
Scott Rebuck settled for a sixth and 
Doug McRae was just happy to be able 
to make it back and in seventh. 

Others like Mike Preston on a Moto- ` 








X Fox machine had to get help from 
the tractor drivérs to get his bike back 
while Jim Cressa and Philly Crane 
were just shaking their heads in be- 
wilderment about the track conditions. 

As the 125s finished up and the 250s 
were lining up, a rain shower persisted 
and actually made for a better track as 
the slick stuff got real damp and 
mushy versus thick and sticky. Despite 
all of these problems, the gate 
dropped and another real round of 
motocross was under way. 

Rounding the first set of turns, it 
was Dave Wood on the PCP Yamaha 
spreading the most mud along with 
Phil Oveland and 30 other screamers. 
The tricky right hander and Hi-Point 
jump separated much of the crowd 
with Oveland taking the post only to 
lose out on the whole: shooting match 
within three laps and retire with me- 
chanical troubles after doing a lot of 
bouncing off of things. 


Former Canadian National champ 
Jim Turner, just back from Europe, 
took over the bounce and led on his 
Moto-X Fox Husky for the rest of the 
distance despite falling, remounting, 
falling and other such stuff that made 
for a very interesing day of spectating. 

Following as close in as could be ex- 
pected for a good show was Bill Leon- 
hart on the support ND Honda, 
Randy Losh, Clint Hardick, Wood 
and Mike Driscoll who came all the 
way from Salt Lake City to do battle. 

When Oveland found his Charley 
Brown Can-Am stuck in the hillside 
and Turner was off and gone, it was 
Eric McKenna who was doing some 
fast make up after having spent some 
time in the pit area for consultation 
with wrench Jon Houtermanns. After 
some frantic tearing and ripping, 
McKenna rode off to battle back from 
about 11th spot. The 500cc National 
Amateur champion showed off his stuff 
one more time, just like in the first two 
Nationals, by working around the 
toughest of tracks and riders to finish a 
very creditable fourth, still in the hunt. 

Teammate Randy Losh took second 
after some hard riding on his Euro- 
Cycle Maico while Wood pulled in a 
good third on his Team Yamaha/Red- 
ding Oil YZ. Driscoll followed McKenna 
and Leonhart in for sixth over Andy 
Kirker and Team Moto-X Fox’s Pete 
Wanket. 

Big Dave Wood made for a great 
holeshot in the second round, now back 
to a 30-minute race plus but with 
McKenna in close tow andin no time, 
it was McKenna all by himself. He said 
adios with the overall despite Wood 
dogging him all the way and winding 
up second. Leonhart held onto fifth 
overall despite a possibly broken bone 
in the wrist and extreme fatigue after 
having led a portion. Driscoll had tied 
him in points but a seventh in the 
second round kept him in sixth over 
Dandy Kirker. Turner dropped out 
while in eighth when the cylinder start- 
ed jumping around and making the 
weirdest noise and vibrations. Craig 
Praus from Oregon took ninth and the 
coming the farthest for this event and 
finishing 10th was Jody Olson from 
Lincoln, NB. 

Beside Oveland, joining the not- 
such-good-luck department were Don- 
nie Cantaloupi, Fresno’s Jim Ellis, Troy 
DeHerrera and Calvin Kalicki of Ohio 
who was in third at one time. 

In the Open competition, Alan Ber- 
luti stole the first turn after Dean 
Wiggins got the holeshot but couldn't 
get his Petaluma Cycle Center, ND- 
sparked Maico to turn right and col- 
lided with one rider sending them both 
off the course and out of the fray. Ber- 
luti led off with Turner and George

It was a short day for Berluti, 
though, and his bike came down with 
clutch problems that put him out. 
Turner went into the lead over 
McNamara on the Yamaha support 
team bike. Turner was still a little 
winded from the first round of heavy 
duty stuff and as the track again start- 
ed to dry and become tougher to ride, 
the mistakes and little falls got to be 
serious mistakes. 


At one point when both Turner and 
McNamara were picking themselves 
up, Jefferson rode very consistently on 
by but it was short-lived for him. Both 
Turner and McNamara traded the 
lead for some time. 


Missing the first lap and then some 
was McKenna, still having talks with 
his pit people, but when he got back 
on the track, it was “Katie, bar the 
door!” He blew off traffic like it was 
just a regular run and on the up and 
coming white flag lap he was breath- 
ing down the back of McNamara and 
Turner. He took the white flag in third 
but promptly passed the two to unlap 
himself and when he came by the finish 
area, he got another white flag and 
wound up a very creditable third. John 
Handelin ended up fourth over Duane 
Joice on the D&D Blendzall/ND YZ 
and Bob May. 


In the second round, it was another 
thriller for McKenna who figured out 
the situation with only a couple of 
stumbles in all the wrong spots as 
Turner and McNamara suffered right 
along with him. George suffered the 
worst of the indiscretions having won 
the first round and then taking a sev- 
enth when everything went sour for the 
young ace. He still wound up a good 
third overall.

This crash handed Muller second 
overall but the unfortunate rider was 
so tired from fighting the constant wind 
that he soon fell back several places. 
At the finish, Dillon cruised in for the 
win with Dowers appearing about 
three minutes later. Third overall and 
first 125 was Henry on his screaming 
Honda and Muller, all pooped out, 
finished fourth. After a short pause, 
Maude, shaken and badly. bruised 
from his “hang-gliding accident,” rolled 
in. Finishing 14th overall, Randy Max- 
well won the Amateur class and Dave 
Newell recovered well enough from a 
picture-perfect endo to win the 200 
class.

Stackable stakes 
win at SW Super

A misty rain greeted the early 
arrivals at round two of the 
Southwest Super Series at the 
Austin MX Park. Equally hot as 


the Texas sun, which burned off the 
mist and clouds before noon, were 
Mike Clement (Suz), Rickey Glaser 
(Yam) and Steve Stackable (Yam) as 
they won the 125, 250cc and Open 
Expert classes, respectively. 

The early rain kept the ground moist 
for the entire day making the traction 
great as well as keeping the track dust- 
free. The 125cc Experts followed 
Clement, Kyle Landrum (Suz) and 
Mickey Pizzitola (Kaw) — all from 
Houston — into the first turn after the 
gate dropped. On the first lap, the 
“Bandera Bandit,” Bryan Taylor, 
moved into second behind Clement 
but couldn’t hold it as he made a mis- 
take in a turn, giving the spot to 
Landrum. On the following lap in the 
same turn, Pizzitola put Taylor back 
another spot. 

Clement was looking good until he 
went over a berm on lap four. He 
didn’t lose first place but he did give 
up some precious time as Landrum 
and Pizzitola closed in for a tight trio. 
Two laps later, Landrum grabbed the 
lead and rode to the finish with Clement 
and Pizzitola on his tail. Taylor gave 
up one more spot before the checkered 
flag to Keith Davis (Hon) who worked 
up from sixth on lap one. Jack Beckham 
(Hon) earned a sixth in this moto. 

Clement had the sandy Austin track 
figured out for traction as he pulled 
the holeshot once again in the second 
moto,. This time Beckham, Rex 
Collins (Hon), Pizzitola and Landrum 
followed off the start. Beckham rode 
hard but couldn't hold off Landrum 
who rode even harder and gave up 
second place about mid-moto. Pizzitola 
didn’t help his position at all by step- 
ping off twice during the moto. 

Landrum couldn't touch Clement in 
moto two, giving Clement the overall 
by virtue of better placing in the second 
moto as they swapped wins. Beckham, 
Collins and Davis claimed the top five 
in the second moto. Following Clement 
(2-1) and Landrum (1-2), Beckham 
(6-3), Davis (4-5) and Collins (7-4) 
earned the top overalls. 

Ricky Blackwell blasted off the gate 
on his Howard Racing/Hi Point Honda 
to claim the holeshot for the first 250cc 
Expert moto. Rickey Glaser (Yam),

berms behind Blackwell who looked 
smooth and fast as he kept the lead to 
the finish 10 laps later. Glaser was 
Blackwell's nearest threat in the early 
laps until David McClain chewed up 
some ground and got by into second. 
McClain got within one second of the 
leader but settled for runnerup while 
Glaser, Beckham and Davis topped 
out the first five. Surprisingly, Steve 
Stackable (PDQ Yam) couldn't put it 
together after a bad start and settled 
for sixth. ; 

The second moto was a different 
story for the “Stack” as he followed 
McClain through the first few turns 
and then took the lead for good. 
Glaser, Tom Curry (Hon) and Joe 
Davis (C-A) shared in the ‘top five 
honors on the early laps. Obviously 
missing from the top spots was the first 
moto winner, Ricky Blackwell, as well 
as several other fast riders. It later be- 
came evident that a multiple bike 
wreck had taken out Davis, Steve Card- 
well, Ronnie Taylor and Blackwell. 
Being involved in a heavy traffic 
pileup put Blackwell far back, but his 
first moto win inspired him to get back 
and to pour on the coals. 

While Stackable led, Glaser and 
McClain worked on second place with 
Glaser finishing on top. Beckham rode 
in fourth for most of the moto but 
Blackwell passed him on the eighth of 
10 laps, making the finishing order 
Stackable, Glaser, McClain and Black- 
well, 

The Open Experts may have been 
the smallest class as far as the number 
of riders was concerned but the talent 
on the starting gate made it an excel- 
lent race. The first moto start belonged 
to Stackable aboard a PDQ Yamaha 
with Roger Brown on a Perin Cycles 
Can-Am and Joey Balcom on a Maico 
giving chase. Jack Hicks tangled with 
the starting gate on his Kasson's 465cc 
Yamaha and the gate won. After a late 
start, Hicks rode like a rocket with a 
partially loose rear fender flopping as 
he took jumps at full throttle, shaving 
away distance from the leaders. 

Dave Stutts of San Antonio didn’t 
waste any time putting his Yamaha 
Support monoshocker past Brown into 
second place on lap two. The early 
race became a threesome of Stackable, 
Stutts and Brown pulling away from 
everyone else. This changed when 
Brown stepped off and slowed down to 
finish an eventual sixth. Meanwhile, 
Hicks got his kicks as he pulled past 
Brown into third place on lap eight. 
The order of finish thus was Stackable, 
Stutts and Hicks, all on Yamahas. 

Stutts stole the show in moto two as 
he pulled. the start lead ahead of 
Balcom, Stackable and Brown. After 
one lap, Stutts had built a two second 
lead over Stackable, but all in vain as

sandy turn and fell. Stackable steam- 
rolled Stutts as Brown closed in tight. 
On the following lap, Brown held the 
lead with Stackable close behind as 
Stutts was up in last place but moving 
fast. 

Brown's pipe broke but he was able 
to save the lead to the finish ahead of 
Stackable, Stutts charged hard but 
finished only a disappointing third. 
The overall went to Stackable (1-2) 
followed by Stutts (2-3) and Roger 
Brown (6-1). Balcom got off hard on 
the white flag lap over the high speed 
straightaway jump. Holding his fore- 
arm, he got off the track on his own 
power. Hopefully, he'll be ready to 
ride the third round of the Southwest 
Super Series at Sayers near San Antonio 
on April 13.

Hi-Mountain SLUP update 


The purpose of this letter is to in- 
form all. off-road enthusiasts of the de- 
tails concerning the Sierra Club appeal 
of the Hi-Mountain Enduro Special 
Use Permit. 

On March 15, 1980, the Sierra Club 
filed an official appearl with the Forest 
Service which requested a stay of the 
Feb. 9, decision authorizing the Hi- 
Mountain Enduro. On April 3, this 
appeal was denied because a detailed 
statement supporting the appeal was 
not timely. 

Upon further legal advice, the Forest 
Service reversed their decision of April 
3, and has accepted the Sierra Club 
appeal. The March 15 appeal by the 
Sierra Club is now considered timely, 
and will be processed accordingly. 

The March 15 appeal was made to 
the District Ranger, Keith Guenther, 
who signed the Special Use Permit for 
the enduro. His decision on Feb. 9 to 
issue the Special Use Permit for the en- 














duro still holds. So, the appeal process 
has started to rise to higher levels in 
the Forest Service. 

Frederick G. deHoll, the Forest 
Supervisor, now has the appeal in his 
hands. deHoll will wait until April 29 
to-receive any additional information 
from the Sierra Club before ruling on 
the appeal. If it is denied, the Sierra 
Club can carry it one step higher to the 
Regional Forester in San Francisco. 
Sierra Club spokesman Robert Griffin, 
has said the group will take the matter 
toUcourt if the enduro permit is not 
denied. 

It should be noted that the Cal Poly 
Penguins have been issued the Special 
Use Permit, and are proceeding with 
plans to stage the event as planned for 
May 11. The Penguins are busy trying 
to. make this event one for everyone to 
enjoy and remember. A letter of sup- 
port written to the Forest Supervisor 
and Regional Forester will help our 
effort.

As the BLM’s May 15 deadline 
for comments on the California 
Desert Area Conservation Plan 
approaches, recreation interests 
are gearing up to encourage maximum 
public input. The National Outdoor 
Coalition, acting as the coordinating 
catalyst for a dozen or more use-oriented 
groups, is in the final stages of develop- 
ing their own version of a reasonable 
plan for use of the Desert. In addition 
to developing a plan for their own pur- 
poses, NOC has obtained drafts of the 
plan which the Sierra Club is putting 
forth as an alternative. 

After viewing maps depicting both 
versions, all I can say is every desert 
rider better get behind the NOC plan 
or something close to it. The NOC 
plan has been endorsed by Districts 37 
and 38, AMAs Governmental Affairs 
Staff, the MIC, and MORE. CORVA, 
the California Association of Four 
Wheel Drive Clubs, the World of Rock- 
hounds, the California Mining Associa- 
tion and the California Chamber of 
Commerce have all endorsed the NOC 
proposal as well. The map was reviewed 
at a special California Chamber of Com- 
merce Task Force meeting and the 
cattle, mining, and utility interests were 





asked to contribute their ideas to the 
map based upon their own concerns. 
In addition, the Southern Pacific Land 
Company, the largest private landowner 
in the desert has viewed the NOC map 
and has signed off on the plan as well. 

Essentially NOC has prepared a plan 
which truly offers “balance.” The 
NOC plan provides protection for 
those areas which truly need protection, 
and allows for reasonable use for those 
areas which have high use values. This 
is what Congress asked the Bureau to 
do. They were unable to do it, so we 
did it for them. Now is it important for 
each and every desert rider to get be- 
hind the NOC plan. NOC is trying to 
get a copy of the plan to each rider 
they can identify. Most members of or- 
ganizations will receive copies of the 
NOC plan in the mail within the next 
few days. Other distribution measures 
are being set up as funds become avail- 
able. Cycle News will print a copy of 
the map within the next couple of 
issues and this column will explain 
how to respond to the bureau and to 
your Congressman when the map is 
available. 

Every effort will be made to distri- 
bute this map and explanation as 
widely as possible. The most exciting 
thing about this entire process is the 
close cooperation which has been ex- 
hibited by all outdoor oriented organi- 
zations in the preparation of this plan. 
Hopefully this spirit of cooperation be- 
tween the two and four-wheeled users 
and the business interests, such as the 
California Chamber of Commerce will 
continue long after we win this skirm- 
ish with the BLM and the so-called en- 
vironmentalists. e

Now he 
returns to San Jose with zero points. 

Did anybody ever think that Jay 
Springsteen and Steve Eklund would 
be heading into the fifth National of 
the year with a total of only 11 points 
between them? 


The finish a year ago was picture 
perfect. Eklund caught and passed 
Ricky Graham for the win at the line. 
Gary Scott was inches back and edged 
Steve Morehead by — inches. A 
typical San Jose Mile finish. 


The results show that in the 15 pre- 
vious San Jose Miles well over half of 
them have been decided on either, 
(1) the last lap (2) the last turn (3) at 
the finish line. It will be no different 
on May 4.

M Xperience leads to Stacy win at Jc

SKIATOOK, OK, APR. 19-20 


After a day and a half of riding and three spe- 
cial tests, only one second (point) separated 
KTM teammates Frank Stacy and Darryl Kuen- 
zer. But in the final special test, a five-lap mo- 


tocross, Stacy stretched his lead 
to 20 seconds and took the over- 
all and 250cc Intent class win in 
the John Zink Two-Day Qualifier 
hosted by the Tulsa Trail Riders. 


Third overall, first in the 500cc In- 
tent (to qualify for the ISDT) was 
Yamaha's Larry Roeseler, who also 
came on strong in the final motocross 
to score the class victory. Riders better 
known as desert/off-road/Baja racers 
did well in this event, as Jim Fishback, 
Scot Harden, Jack Johnson and Bruce 
Ogilvie placed second through fifth in 
the 500cc I class, and Chuck Miller 
was third in the 250s. 


Suzuki’s Mike Rosso hung on through 
a rough time in the motocross to eke 
out a two-second victory over Kawasaki's 
Jack Penton in the 175cc I ranks. In 
the 125cc class, Husky’s Greg Davis 
came back from an unusual experience 
in the Day Two grass track to burn up 
the motocross for a win. 

Overall A honors went to 200cc class 
rider Morrill Griffith, edging out fel- 





low 200cc classer Kyle Doty, the leader 
after the first day. In the B ranks, 
Open bike pilot Robert Ripley pulled 
out the overall win, but 200cc class 
rider Chuck Cooper was well ahead 
before suffering 60 route points at Day 
Two's final check. 

In contrast to the previous week's 
two-day qualifier in Alabama where 
flood conditions prevailed, this event 
was marked by sunshine, warm tem- 
peratures, and dust. ‘Bama winner Ed 
Lojak wasn’t here to enjoy, however, 
as Husky's Greg Davis reported that 
Lojak elected to bypass this event to 
give more time to his schoolwork.

Day One 

Key time was 7 a.m., and the riders 
faced two 37-mile loops, each to be 
run twice, two grass track special tests 
and an acceleration test. 

Kuenzer did not get off to a good 
start. “I about killed myself a mile 
from the beginning,” he related. “I 
went over the bars and landed, looked 
up and the front wheel goes boom. 
Nailed me right in the face.” 

Team Yamaha's Rick Munyon didn’t 
have things going his way either, as his 
carb’s float stuck near the first check, 
causing the gas to pour out. Efforts to 
fix it were usuccessful, and after 
getting enough gas to finish the loop, 
Rick pulled out. Later it was discovered 
that a piece of plastic from a jerry jug 
had wedged its way tightly into the 
works, causing the problem. 

Kawasaki's Kevin Lavoie ran out of 
gas a few miles from the pits, winding 
up four minutes late at the check. 

Stacy and Kuenzer started pulling 
away from the pack at the first grass 
track, posting 313 and 314-second 
times respectively, while most of the 
other top contenders posted scores in 
the 317-320 range. 

The riders had pre-ridden the spe- 
cial test while going out on the first 
loop because club officials feared that 
one section might be dangerous to the 
unaware. The section, a trip across a 
50-yard wide concrete culvert whose 
far bank was a perfect launching ramp, 
but followed by a 30-foot dropaway, 


. drew: styling from -some riders,- oohs 











and aahs from the spectators, but no 
disaster yet reported. 

After scores from the first three 
special tests had been posted, there 
were several tight battles in progress. 
Kawasaki’s Dane Leimbach led Greg 
Davis by one second in the 125cc class. 

In the one-seven-fives, Rosso burned 
off a hot first grass track time, but 
cooled off slightly in the second one. 
He still led Penton by six seconds with 
Kevin Brown (Yam) just two seconds 
back. 

Stacy and Kuenzer pulled off identi- 
cal times in the second grass track and 
were still only one second apart. Jeff 
Fredette and his Suzuki were third, 
having amassed 16 seconds more than 
the leader. 

Maico’s Steve Van Watermeulen 
had the lead in the 500cc class, three 
points ahead of Yamaha off-road 
squad member Jim Fishback. The 
three-point difference came as a result 
of Van Watermeulen edging Fishback 
by one second in each of the tests. 
Roeseler was five points down. 

The course was laid out almost en- 
tirely within the boundaries of the: 
John Zink Ranch. The landscape is 
often covered with square-edge rock, 
and that feature spread to the course 
and the rider impressions. Said one 
rider, “I think we found out what they 
grow here. This is a ranch and they 
grow rocks instead of anything else.”

loops of the course(s), this time ran 
backwards, as well as another circuit 
of the grass track, also run in reverse. 
Then came the motocross, run on a 
circuit with the waist high grass and 
weeds trimmed down with several 
jumps added. 

Greg Davis had an unusual experi- 
encè in the grass track: his carburetor 
was ripped right out of the intake 
manifold by a branch! “We were 
riding it backwards, and all the trees 
had been bent the other way from the 
day before,” said Davis. “So I went 
through a few turns, then all of a sud- 
den the bike goes uugh. I look down 
and the carburetor has been ripped 
right off; it was dangling by the fuel 
line! So I jammed it back in, but I 
must have lost about 20 seconds.” f 

Gold on Day One turned to bronze 
the following day for Husky's Frank 
Gallo. He hit check five two minutes 
late, and apparently had some sort of 
bike difficulties in the grass track, 
where he dropped about 900 points. 
Finally, in his MX heat, he got a terri- 
ble start, worked his way through heavy 
dust up to third, then overshot a corner 
and had to double back. 


Yamaha’s Ron Ribolzi, already on 
bronze from the day before when he 
got lost and dropped a bunch of route 
points, proved it wasn’t his weekend by 
getting two flats on Day Two. 

The final motocross — run.in timed 
heats with 10 riders going five laps in 
each — would play a.deciding role in 


each class. In the first heat, which con- 
tained the 125cc I and A class riders 
plus early 175cc starter Rosso, saw 
Rosso take the holeshot, only to spin 
out in the fourth corner. Davis, who 
knew he needed to make up 18 seconds 
on Leimbach for the win, took over 
thé lead and started to pull away. 
Leimbach stayed close enough to 
protect his lead in the early laps, but 
went down twice in the same corner 
and finished 23 seconds behind Davis, 
putting him in second place. Rusty 
Reynaud finished third 125cc I in both 
the motocross and the overall tabula- 
tion. 

Jack Penton was seven seconds faster 
than Rosso in the motocross, but the 
lead Rosso had built up from the day 
before and the morning’s test enabled 
him to hold on to the win by two 
points. Kevin Brown won his heat and 
moved into a tie with Vic Ely (KTM) 
for third, but Kawasaki’s Mark Hyde 
had the fastest five laps in the 175cc 
ranks. 

The reason Hyde didn’t win his heat 
was that Frank Stacy was on the track 
at the same time. Stacy normally would 
have started in a later heat, but one 
rider was unable to start, and his place 
offered to waiting riders. Stacy took it 
and flat ran away from everybody, set- 
ting a time 19 seconds faster than any- 
one in the 250cc class. (The only one 
who could come close was 500cc rider 
Larry Roeseler, eight seconds back.) 

Kuenzer, Chuck Miller and Dick 

< .Burleson, all, won their heats.. Miller's 


time was two seconds faster than that 
of Jeff Fredette (who finished second to 
Burleson), and Chuck moved into third 
ahead of Fredette by just one second! 
Burleson was fifth and Can-Am’s John 
Martin sixth. 

Van Watermeulen still led the 500cc 
class going into the MX, but ran into 
difficulties with a poor start and crash- 
es — reportedly injuring some ribs — 


that would drop him from first to sev- ` 


enth in the standings. 

Roeseler led start to finish in his 
heat, with Husky's Scot Harden (in his 
first two-day qualifier) and A.C. Bakken 
running 2-3 to the flag. Bakken had 


- problems on Day One and was 


running on bronze, however. 

John Ayers (Suz), on silver after Day 
One troubles of his own, won the second 
heat after Fishback had passed him, 
only to fall and drop back to second. 
Jack Johnson (Yam) won the other 
500cc heat. 

The MX settled the 500cc class in 
Roeseler’s favor. Fishback had the fast- 
est time of the day in the morning grass 
track, but Roeseler’s 13-second advan- 
tage in the MX gave him the class win 
by four seconds. 

Stacy, who will have to make the 
transition from long grass tracks that 
even include pavement (the thrice 
used special test included some sec- 
tions from a paved figure eight track 
in the middle of a field) back to the 
world of Pro MX in time for Apr. 26- 
27 Pontiac Supercross, said of the spe- 
cial test, “When I walked it Friday, I 


was hating it. I didn’t think I'd like it 
— the pavement and stuff — at all. 
But after a while, I got into it. There 


were some pretty neat sections.” e

Cooley up, Spencer down, 
Lawson tops point standings

HARRISBURG, NC, APR. 19-20 


Wes Cooley, taking advantage of a horrendous 
crash by leader Freddie Spencer, cruised home 
the winner in the third round of the AMA Na- 
tional Championship Superbike Series held at 


Charlotte Motor Speedway. Lap 
seven of the WBTV Motorcycle 
Classic to Benefit the Shriners’ 
Hospital for Cripple Children 
saw Spencer go down hard coming out 
of the turn two oval portion of the 2.5 
mile combined oval/road course. Al- 
though his motorcycle sustained heavy 
damage, Spencer was only shaken up 
and had a bloody nose and road rash, 
according to Team Honda manager 
Steve McLaughlin. He took a trip to 
the hospital for an examination. 

Eddie Lawson, winner of last week’s 
Talladega, Alabama round, followed 
Cooley to winner's circle and in doing 
so vaulted himself into the points lead. 
David Aldana, Lawson's newly signed 
teammate at Kawasaki, overcame a 
problem on the starting line to charge 
through traffic and come up third. A 
superb ride earned Jimmy Adamo 
fourth place with Ron Pierce finishing 
fifth after late lap problems. 

Both Honda and Kawasaki had spent 
a day each in private test sessions at 
CMS prior to the event to dial their 
bikes in. Cooley and his Vetter-sponsored 
Yoshimura Suzuki couldn't afford that 
luxury, so he and his crew spent time 
working on their bike and waiting for 
Saturday's practice session. 

The cat-and-mouse game saw Cooley, 
Spencer, Pierce and Lawson show just 
enough to record respectable practice 





Aldana didn’t get a lap in due to a 
balky ignition. 

Sunday's Superbike program consist- 
ed of two money-paying heats and one 
non-paying semi to whittle the field 
down to 20 for the final. Since there 
were only 23 entries, it was decided all 
would race although qualifying ran as 
scheduled, 

Heat one broke cleanly into a Spencer/ 
Aldana duel with Spencer leading the 
way. Honda’s Pierce, finishing third, 
found an unexpected early challenge 
from the strong running Berliner 
Motors/Reno Leoni Ducati of Jimmy 
Adamo. Mechanical problems ended 
that ride. 

The second heat saw Cooley take his 
Yoshimura mount to the win over Law- 
son and McLaughlin cutting almost 
identical lap times to Spencer. 


The semi was a Jimmy Adamo show 
as he led Reuben McMurter and his 
Kawasaki by eight seconds at the finish. 
Less than half a bike length separated 
the Kawasakis of David Hoyle and 
Berry Earle. The nod went to Hoyle. 

Twenty-one bikes made the grid for 
the points-paying final with Spencer, 
Cooley, Lawson, Aldana and Pierce 
filling the front row. At the drop of the 
green flag it was Spencer with Cooley 
quickly coming on followed by Lawson, 
Pierce, and Roberto Pietri. Aldana 
was probably cursing himself as he sped 
away some 10 seconds after the field

“We put in a new clutch and it was 
dragging,” said Aldana afterward. “I 
couldn't find neutral and then the 
engine died. I went to the back of the 
grid, but it was hard starting.” 

“I kept hollering to David to tickle 
his carbs as I pushed and tried to do 
the same to those on my side,” added 
Kawasaki’ Randy Hall. “He finally 
heard me. I looked over my shoulder 
and the field was leaving. Probably we 
should have held David at the back of 
the grid from the beginning. We 
wouldn't have lost but a second or two 
advantage that way.” 

By lap five, Spencer was holding 
breathing space over Cooley with Law- 
son and Pierce farther back. Chuck 
Parme, aboard the Kal-Gard/GSM 
Kawasaki, had broken out of a duel 
for fifth while Aldana was setting up 
McLaughlin to drop him from sixth. 
The end of lap six saw Aldana move to 
fifth. 

It is unclear as to what caused Spen- 
cers accident. The Honda people 
favor the blown tire theory. However, 
it is also possible that the engine let go. 

Cooley was right behind Spencer 
when he went down. “I saw a puff of 
smoke from his bike as we began to 
exit the second turn, and then I saw 
Freddie tumbling,” said Cooley. “I got 
oil on my fairing and visor. The bike 
had slammed into the guardrail and I 
was lucky to make it through without 
getting hit by it.” 

Steve McLaughlin unselfishly pulled 
off to help Spencer. “I had to stop,” 
said McLaughlin. “There was nobody 
there to help. Freddie and the bike were 
lying right in the middle of the track. 
We were lucky, because it could have 
been much worse.” 

“I just turned the gas on a little 


more after Freddie crashed to make, 


sure Lawson didn’t get close,” said 


‘Gooley. “My strategy was’ to: stay“ as 








close to Freddie as I could and hope he 
got slowed by traffic. I was only three 
or so seconds back when he had the 
accident.” 


Lawson was safe in second and knew 
it. “I'll take the points,” he said later. 

Aldana had closed on Pierce when 
Pierce slowed and pointed to his bike. 
Aldana zoomed by and third was his. 
“The rear end felt loose and I wanted 
David to check my tire for me. 
Instead, he started looking at his 
bike,” said Pierce. 

Soon after, Jimmy Adamo was set- 
ting his sights on Pierce. “I waited 
until the last possible moment so Ron 
couldn't get around me at the line,” 
Adamo said after his drafting slingshot 
pass earned him fourth. “I did a lot of 
drafting throughout the race and it 
paid off,” he smiled later. 


“How do you like that?” tuner Reno 
Leoni added,“‘Did you see the way that 
two-cylinder (Ducati) stayed up with 
the four-cylinder machines, Jimmy is a 
good rider. He tries very hard.” At 
Talledega, Adamo broke the chain on 
the starting line. The fourth perked up 
his spirits. i 

“Pops and Fujio will be glad to hear 
about this,” said Cooley as he was 
loading up his equipment. “We've got 
to drive straight on through to L.A. 
and then get ready for this coming 
weekend’s six hour endurance at On- 
tario. I want to win that, too.” e

World Championship 
125cc MX Series: 
Round one 


Everts starts 
title defense 
with Dutch 
win 


NORG, HOLLAND, MAR. 30 

Reigning 125cc MX World Cham- 
pion Harry Everts opened up his 
title defense with a hard fought 
1-2 tally in the deep sand of the 
circuit at Norg. Suzuki-mounted Everts 
was beaten in the second moto by his 
devastating young compatriot Marc 
Velkeneers. The 18-year-old Velkeneers 
was only prevented from taking an 
astonishing double win when his works 
Yamaha lost all the water from its cool- 
ing system and seized two laps from 
the end of a gripping first moto. 

Second place overall, to the obvious 
delight of the crowd, was taken by the 
brilliant little Dutch sand ace Dinat 
Zijlstra with a second and fifth. Offi- 
cially third, though fourth in the table, 
was former champion Gaston Rahier, 
riding a single cylinder water-cooled 
Gilera rather than the prototype twin 
which, in the hands of Franco Perfini, 
retired from downfield positions in 
both motos. 

Sadly missing from the line-up, pos- 
sibly for the whole season, was 1978 
champ Akira Watanabe following a 
serious training crash in Japan. His 
dashing compatriot and reigning Japa- 
nese National 125cc titleholder Tetsumi 
Mitsyuasu was enjoying his first taste 
of Grand Prix competition. 

The track was a classic Dutch affair, 
winding through tall trees at break- 
neck speed in deep, cloying sand, ex- 
cept for a spectacular burst into the 
main arena and round a football field. 

In turbulent weather, which varied 
from sunshine to hailstorms through- 
out the day, Zijlstra led the first lap 
charge into the woods from Rahier, 
Everts and Velkeneers. 

Velkeneers took Everts as Rahier 
slipped back into the pack and became 
involved in a fierce scrap with Torao 
Suzuki on the Aprilla. The first three 
were setting a sizzling early pace, clear 
of Matti Autio’s Mugen Honda, who 
was destined for a lonely ride after 
teammate Peter Groeneveld had crash- 
ed in the opening laps. 

Everts sliced past Velkeneers on lap 
two, but was retaken three hectic tours 
later and the youngster hit the front 
the next time around. Suzuki, who 
had been pressing Rahier for several 
tense laps, was himself ousted by TGM 
rider Michele Rinaldi, the 21-year-old 
showing once again his form of two 
years ago before he lost part of the 
1979 season on National service. Suzuki 
subsequently crashed and was passed 
by another TGM, this time in the 
hands of Belgian Jean-Marie Milissen. 

All eyes were on the exhilarating 
struggle for the lead. Everts snatched 
second from Zijlstra in heavy traffic on 
lap 10, but could not nail the ice cool 
Velkeneers until the Yamaha’s engine 
began to tighten up and he had to pull 
out as the 40-minute board came up. 

Zijlstra, fastest on timed practice, 
stayed with Everts all the way to the 
flag, with Autio a distant third from 
Rahier, who was pressed hard by 
Rinaldi during the closing laps.

Lawson leaps to last second win

TALLADEGA, AL, APR. 14 


Team Kawasaki’s Eddie Lawson made a move 
on his newly signed teammate David Aldana 
at the checkered flag and took the win in round 
two of the Superbike Championship Series bat- 


tle at Alabama International Mo- 
tor Speedway. The last time Tal- 
ladega’s four-mile combined in- 
field and high-banked tri-oval 
course was open to motorcycles was a 
National event in 1974. 

The Amateur portion of the Pro-Am 
event got off on Saturday, but a rain- 
out Sunday moved the Superbike round 
to Monday. Since skies again threatened 
to soak the facility a meeting was held 
and it was decided to cut the program 
to three 10-lap races. The 19 Super- 
bikes entered would run a money- 
paying qualifying race and a money/ 
points-paying final. The 250cc Light- 
weight race was open to Amateurs and 
only a final would be run. 

“It was an agreement between the 
promoter and the AMA,” said referee 
Charlie Watson after the meeting. 


Superbike 

The qualifier start took most riders 
by surprise. Referee Watson waved the 
green flag almost instantly after get- 
ting into position on the wall. “I want 
you to know I'm not the regular start- 
er,” said Watson. “I'm doing every- 
thing today.” 

Yoshimura Suzuki-mounted Wes 
Cooley was the man showing the way 
as the pack howled into the infield, 
but Eddie Lawson didn’t want to play 
follow the leader — he had the lead by 
the time he went onto the banking. 

David Aldana, who was making his 


* debut ride on a factory Kawasaki after 


riding a Yoshimura Suzuki at Day- 
tona, also decided to make a move 
around Cooley, but it wasn't quite as 
easy for him. A Cooley/Aldana duel 
set up for a bit, but Aldana saw a hot 
line and used it to pass. Behind Cooley 


trailed Venezuelan Roberto Pietri, rid- 
ing with support from Team Honda, 
Ducati-mounted Jim Adamo, and Team 
Honda's manager/rider Steve McLaugh- 
lin. Honda team members Freddie 
Spencer and Ron Pierce only made 
their grid positions in order to qualify. 
They did not ride the heat due to me- 
chanical problems they met with in 
practice. 

With a small field of riders, positions 
stabilized early. Lawson crossed the 
finish line a healthy distance ahead of 
Aldana — a situation he wouldn't be 
able to enjoy the second time out. 

Lawson, Aldana, Spencer and Cooley 
ran so tight off the line and through 
the first few laps in the points-paying 
final that it was hard to determine who 
the leader was — the group was run- 
ning in a cluster that could have fit in 
a 20-foot circle. Pierce and Pietri were 
chasing a short distance back. 

The big battle up front broke up 
when Spencer didn't appear on lap 
four. 

“I though I was breaking in the tire; 
then I though the clutch was slipping,” 
Spencer said as he inspected his thor- 
oughly disintegrated rear tire in the 
pits. “If it wouldn’t have been so cold I 
don’t think it would have happened. 
The tire just came up to temperature 
too quickly.” 








As soon as Spencer wobbled into the 
pits, Cooley dropped out of the hunt 
and fell back to a fairly distant third. 

“Right after Freddie dropped out I 
had an ignition problem,” Cooley said 
later. “It made this fluttering sound. I 
was running about 85 percent. In the 
first race I was over geared, so I geared 
down for this one.” 


Lawson and Aldana didn’t drop off 
the pace. Though the rest of the field 
was spreading out behind, the pair 
didn’t give any indication who the 
winner would be. They ran wheel to 
wheel and on lap seven Aldana found 
a way to lead — but only by a small 
margin. 

They rode that way until the white 
flag lap. When it was over Lawson 
came into his cool-off lap with a vic- 
tory fist in the air; Aldana was coasting, 
banging his head on the bars. Lawson 
had drafted Aldana and at the last 
possible moment went high on the 
banking and shot by to win. 

“About a 1,000 feet before the line I 
made my pass,” Lawson said while 
packing up his gear. “It was close. It 
was a good race.” 

“If I would have seen him coming I 
sure would have done something,” 
Aldana said. “If I would have seen him 
go high I would have gone high, too — 
but by then it was too late.” 

Behind Lawson and Aldana came 
1979 Superbike Series Champion Cooley 
and veteran Pierce. Pietri, Glenn's 
Honda Sales rider Joe Patton, GSM/ 
Kal-Gard-sponsored Chuck Parme, 
Doug Chancey, Randy Carabelli- 
supported Rich Chambers and San 
Francisco's Ms. Wendy Epstein rounded 
out the top 10. i 

McLaughlin had never been in con- 
tention. “The suspension was flawless, 
but it was the clutch. I got off the line 
real well, but I burned the clutch.” 

McLaughlin expressed his opinion at 
pay-off concerning Superbike competi- 
tion in 1980. “This time two Kawasakis 
were out front; a Suzuki and Honda 
were in the hunt. The competition 
should be close and give spectators a 
good show in future rounds.” 

Cooley summed up his feelings on the 
series. “Everyone was worried about 
Freddie, but he dropped out. You just 
have to be consistent. Of course, I'd 
like to win a couple, too!” 


250cc Lightweight 

Dan Guglielmo made the trip from ` 
Plymouth, MI, and found himself out 
front leading Taylor, Michigan's Craig 
Morris and Ricky Ritch around the 
course the first time. By lap two Mor- 
ris had worked his way to the front on 
his self-sponsored Yamaha and began 
to extend his lead to about a third of a 
lap by the finish. 

Guglielmo fell of the pace and fin- 
ished an eventual seventh. Nobuhiro 
Nakamura saw the second place slot 
open and plugged into it for good on 
his self-sponsored Yamaha out of 
Gainesville, FL. Floridian Ritch held a 
steady third to the checkers, Dieter 
Guttner, another Michiganite, claimed 
the fourth place berth. 

In this race as in the others, posi- 
tions spread out in the early part be- 
cause of a low number of entries. The 
entire field was Yamaha-mounted. @

Impression: Yamaha IT425G 


Playbike, prospector or both for IS

Yamaha’s current advertising pushes their IT 
series of off-roaders as the thing to ride for 
those whose quest is ISDT gold. We can’t fault 
that, but would like to add, judging by the 


IT425G in particular, that they 
might be just the ticket for some- 
one looking for a dynamite piay- 
bike, too. The 425 seemed to be 


equally at home plonking in first gear 
through a boulder-strewn stream bed 
or hooking it in fifth across the desert, 
dodging rocks and puckerbushes. 

Those accustomed to lean-looking 
125cc motocrossers may find the 425 a 
bit rotund, but everything is there for 
a purpose, often bigger or stronger to 
withstand the rigors of endurance off- 
roading. 

The large, unbreakable YZ-type 
plastic fenders are white this year and 
the rear one with its small taillight and 
a tool bag especially seems a bit 
bulbous, but they do a good job keep- 
ing most of the muck down where it 
belongs. 

A capacity of 3.2 gallons (12 liters) 
of pre-mix does give the blue plastic 
tank more ample proportions. It also 
allows you to go about 60-70 miles 
before switching to reserve. We always 
gassed it up at around 50 miles or so 
and spared ourselves the agony of 
wondering if reserve would carry us 
back to camp. 

Hopping aboard the bike is not an 
unpleasant experience thanks to the 
36.8 inch seat height. The layout of all 
controls is good, though personal pre- 
ference might dictate a set of narrow- 
er bars. 

With the petcock on, the 38mm 





Mikuni’s choke pressed down and the 
kickstart lever swung out, we kicked it 
through its stroke. Thankfully, it kicks 
through fairly easily; our 425 proved 
to be a reluctant starter when cold. 
When warmed up, one or two kicks 
did the trick, but when cold, the 
kicker got warmer a lot quicker than 
the engine. 

After starting it, the choke could be 
switched off almost immediately. The 
throttle response was quick, sort of a 
reminder of the motor’s YZ heritage. 
One thing noticed right off the bat, 
though, was the large amount of me- 
chanical clatter emanating from the 
425cc mill. The note from the U.S. 
Forest Service-approved silencer/spark 
arrestor is a mere whisper in compari- 
son. 

There is an “Off-Road Riding Kit” 
that comes with the bike. We inserted 
some of its rubber noise absorbers be- 
tween the cylinder fins, but that didn’t 
reduce the noise much. Other items 
such as the silencer cap and choke pipe 
will quiet the exhaust note further. 
They also noticeably reduce power, so 
we declined using them. 

Waiting for things to get sufficiently 
warmed up, the saddle seems firm, but 
comfortable. It’s unnoticed while 
riding and becomes more cushy with 
use. 

Underway for the first time, the im- 
mediate impression is of good power 
which further riding time confirms. A 
good test of both torque and horse- 











power is deep sand so we hauled the 
bike out to Glamis, an area in southern 
California’s Imperial Valley near Yuma, 
Arizona that is nothing but sand dunes 
— a hotbed for buggies, three-wheelers 
and other sand toys. 

There, the 425 could buzz its way up 
the big dunes in third, sometimes 
fourth gear. It never lacked for horse- 
power, though a true sand freak would 
want to replace the 5.10x18 IRC Vul- 
canduro with a paddle tire. 

When it came to just cruising over 
the sand, the ample torque proved to 
be a pleasure to work with. Unless the 
revs got ridiculously low, the reed- 
valved engine never hesitated and we 
could control the amount of wheelspin 
with the throttle going up smaller 
dunes. 

Riding at night is possible with the 
small headlight, which even has high 
and low beams, but if you go much 
faster than third gear, you'll be over- 
riding its effective range. It’s mainly 
there to make the bike enduro-legal. 

Getting things stopped is made easy 
with typical Yamaha brakes housed in 
conical hubs front and rear. The front 
is fabulous, requiring two fingers and 
little effort on the dog-leg lever to re- 
tard speed quickly. In back, the rod- 
operated brake is powerful and most 
effective when there is prime traction, 
but seems to lock up and kill the motor 
a bit too easily on hills or in slick or 
loose stuff. More riding time seemed to 
improve the situation. 

To get an idea of the bike's perfor- 
mance in competition, we entered a 
basic SoCal club-type enduro held in 
the desert. One of the first things 
noticed was that the speedo was a little 
hard to read, but that may have been 
due to unfamiliarity with the unit. It is 
not marked for each mile-per-hour 
increment. o

The tripmeter on our bike was off 
by just less than Yoth of a mile under. 
It’s easily resettable via a large plastic 
knob on the left side of the speedo 
housing. 

Having abundant power nearly every- 
where in the scale proved to be a bless- 
ing, especially since it doesn’t sneak up 
on you suddenly when coming out of a 
slick turn or when your feet are flailing 
wildly behind the bike after you get off 
balance going up a rocky uphill. 

The combination of quick throttle 
response and good power also helped 
in deep whoops where it was unneces- 
sary to tug up on the bars to loft the 
front end. By staying up on the pegs 
and keeping your weight biased slightly 
to the rear, it was just a matter of 
giving the throttle a quick twist in order 
to bring the front end up and set it 
down where you pleased. In fact, it’s 
one of the easiest bikes to wheelie that 
we've ridden. 

In those unexpected moments when 
flying down a trail and suddenly en- 
countering a set of those big whoops, it 
was reassuring to know that the forks, 
with their nine inches of travel, would 
soak them up ably. Though they come 
equipped with air valves, Yamaha's 
service manual suggests running zero 
pressure in them so that’s what we did. 
They worked well and kept abuse from 
fatiguing us prematurely in the situa- 
tions we ran into. 

The monoshock might need a little 
help, however. It was just on the harsh 
side when new. More riding time loosen- 
ed it up to the point where it almost felt 
too soft. Adjusting the preload and 
damping should help. It worked better 
on the medium-to-large size bumps 
and we only used the full eight inches 
of travel occasionally. 

Making time through fast, straight-

line rough stuff proved to be relatively 
easy. Only occasionally would the bike 
want to hop from side to side and 
then, never to excess. A little applica- 
tion of rear brake always brought it 
back in line. 

The 425 also showed itself to be 
competent in slow going. We had the 
opportunity to go trail riding right 
after the infamous California deluge 
in a remote area that was full of scars. 
The IT was fairly nimble considering 
its claimed 250 Ib. net weight (113 kg). 
Though no trials bike, it plonked its 
way around rocks and tree roots well. 

There was one particularly rocky 
stream bed that forced us to dismount 
and walk the bike across, an admittedly 
humbling experience. That was the 
only time we wished first gear was a 
little lower as idling along in first was 
faster than we could walk the bike 
through. It necessitated using lots of 
clutch as we alternately slipped and 
engaged it while wondering why we 
had to get to the other side. The clutch 
did heat up and begin to slip a little 
afterwards, but letting it cool off a 
while brought things back to normal. 
One thing about the clutch that we 
were never really enchanted with was 
its rather short engagement span. It 
could be more gradual. 

Routine maintenance should be easy 
enough. The foam air cleaner can be 
reached after removal of the right side 
panel/number plate and another 
plastic plate beneath that. Chain 
adjustments can be handled with one 
wrench and a tap or two on each of the 
notched snail-type adjusters. 

Both wheels are quick disconnect 
which should allow fast tire repairs or 
changes. 

Checking the transmission oil re- 
quires a Phillips screwdriver for the 
screw in the front part of the right side 








case. There is no dipstick or little 
window. Draining the oil can be 
accomplished without removing the 
aluminum skid plate. 

Though the carb isn’t as accessible 
as the throttle, it can be reached with 
a little maneuvering. 

You should be able to change the 
cables fairly quickly. As a bonus, all 
cables and wires are held in place or 
guided with plastic ties or loops. 

Many of the tools you'll need — for 
on-trail repairs, at least — come with 
the bike and live in a flimsy vinyl 
pouch (ours broke on the first rough 
ride) that is strapped inside a larger, 
zippered vinyl bag atop the rear fender 
and immediately behind the seat. 
There is room in the bag for quite a 
number of items beside the tool pouch, 
like a couple cans of beer to spray your 
buddies with after a long, bumpy 
section. 

The usual and some unusual items 
that should grace an enduro bike are 
included in the package. Folding tips 
on the shift and brake levers, dust/mud 
covers on the three hand controls, 
spring-loaded sawtooth pegs, rubber 
covers for the air valves on top of the 
forks and a clear plastic rock guard 
that looks like an additional headlight 
cover are some of the goodies. 

Nothing fell off during our rides 
(not even the tank decals) and except 
for the tool pouch, nothing broke. The 
bike seemed to have no really glaring 
faults or bad habits and should prove 
to be reliable. 

The more we rode it, the more we 
liked it because it was such a fun bike 
to ride, With the flexible and ample 
power, it’s easy to do almost anything 
with the bike and unless you start going 
way over your head, it shouldn't spit 
you off. It just might be what Yamaha's 
ads say it is. o
